ACTION REQUESTED / RECOMMENDATION

Adopt a Resolution authorizing the execution of the 2006/07 Locai Transportation Fund {(LTF)
Claim for Placer County Transit in the amount of $5,922,228.

BACKGROUND /{ SUMMARY

Annually, the State Controller sends to each County transportation commission an estimate of
the amount of funds to be allocated to it during the fiscal year. From funds made available
pursuant to Public Utility Code Section 99200 and Public Utility Code 6600, an amount is
allocated by the controtler based on the ration of the population of the jurisdiction to the total
population of the state.

Staff is recommending that Placer County receive $5,922,228 from the Local Transportation
Fund for FY2006/07. It is also recommended that we allocate $3,079,503 for transit operations
and capital and that we allocate $2,842,725 for annual road maintenance.

In order for Placer County to receive the funds, it is necessary for your Board to execute a
claim requesting the Local Transportation Funds. Attached for your review and action is a
Local Transportation Fund Claims totaling $5,922,228 for submittal to the Placer County
Transportation Planning Agency on behalf of Placer County Transit.
